expression, his incomparable musician- 
ship and impeccable tonal declarations. | 
Playing a program that was almost | 
inconceivably difficult and taxing. he | 
rendered the most formidable technical | 
problem with utmost ease and unde- | 
niable surety of intonation.

The convention opened at 2 o'clock 
with a devotional service led by Rev, 
O. M. Seigler, of Americus. Enroll- 
ment of delegates and the organiza- 
tion meeting followed. Dr. J. E. Sam- 
mons, president of the convention, pre- 
sided over the session in the First 
Baptist church, 

A good portion of the 2,410 Baptist 
churches in Georgia were represented 
and their delegates were seated this 
afternoon, 

Church finances furnished the ma- 
jor subject for discussion at the 
initial session. The administration re- 
port recommended, for one thing, that 
next year’s state mission budget ‘‘be 
projected on a basis not to exceed the 
reasonable expectation of receipts for 
this purpose” as a means of offsetting 
smaller receipts. 

It also reported retrenchments and 
reductions have made _ possible sub- 
startial savings in various depart- 
ments, All salaries were reduced 10 
per cent, some workers were released 
and total economies effected in depart- 
mental work durin the past three 
years amounted to $30,000. 

James W. Merritt, chairman of the 
promotion committee, told the conven- 
tion the “God’s acre” plan of raising 
money had proved of great aid in solv- 
inv the financial problems of the 
churches. He recommended that it be 
promoted with vigor the forthcoming 
year. 

Other reports of this afternoon’s 
program included that of the commit- 
tee on the order of business, It was 
submitted by Dr. L. R. Christie, of 
Atlanta. 

A social order that applies science 
to the destruction of mankind in war- 
fare and crowns leaders who wreck 
nations as heroes was deplored by 
Dr. W. L. Pickard, of Tifton, in his 
anniversary sermon at the convention 
Tuesday night. 

“Nation-Wreckers or Heroes.” 

“Sin has written the history of the 
world.in the struggle of the members 
of the race with each other,” he said. 
“Even the highest reach of science is 
applied brilliantly in producing meth- 
cds of destruction. And the leaders 
who wreck nations are crowned as 
heroes. 

“Nations struggle up through cen- 
turies of toil and destroy each other, 
often leaving the unfittest to survive. 
Earth has more buried nations than 
live on its surface and more buried 
than that which adorns its tem- 
ples.” 

Save for the teachings of Christ, 
the philosophers of the world “from 
Thales to Kant” have offered no s80- 
lution to the mystery of death, Dr. 
Pickard declared.¢ 

“I ask you what have they to say 
to you as you stand by the casket of 
your beloved dead? Not one of them 
has one word of certainty to offer. 
If they speak at all, their only words 
are ‘maybe.’ They all leave you com- 
fortless and hopeless. You turn to 
Jesus and ask Him as to the future 
and what has He to say? Listen 
again to the eternal present tense 
of life: .‘I am He who'‘was dead, 
and, behold, I am alive forever more, 
and hold the keys of death and hell 
in My hand. He that believeth in 
Me though he were dead yet shall he 
live again.’” 

For those who would substitute cul- 
ture for religion, Dr. Pickard had this

The malady of nationalism of which 
the whole world is sick does not 
manifest itself alone in the fortress 
circles and high tariff walls, which | 
the nations are erecting.

Roosevelt’s Life 


Interest 


(Defeated at the polls and 
stricken with ‘infantile paralysis, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt retired to 
the political sidelines—but only 
temporarily. He was back again 
in a few years, this time as gov- 
ernor of New York. In today’s 
sixth and final installment of his 
life story his rise to the presi- 
dency is recounted.) 

BY GARDNER BRIDGE. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—(#)—As 
governor of New York, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, a progressive democrat, 
came to grips almost immediately with 
the republican-controlled legislature. 

His election, in the year of a na- 
tion-wide republican victory, 1928, 
marked him at once as a strong con- 
tender for the presidency, and the ma- 
jority party in the legislature greeted 
him with narrowed eyes. 

His first fight was over the execu- 
tive budget, a new procedure’ in 
spending the state’s money which was 
having its first tryout under Roose- 
velt’s administration. 

Governor Roosevelt was dissatis- 
fied with the way the fiscal chairmen 
of the legislature interpreted the new 
system, and the ensuing battle ended 
up in the courts. Roosevelt won. 

Waterway Issues. 

Next came the St. Lawrence water- 
power issue, a political football which 
had been kicked around in midfield 
for some 20 years. Roosevelt was de- 
termined te get behind a goalpost with 
it and chalk up a score of “cheap 
electricity for the small. consumer.” 

The republicans, apparently anxious 
to eliminate the issue from the next 
state campaign, broke away and gave 
Roosevelt a free hand to appoint a 
commission charged with the duty of 
working out a plan of public develop- 
ment of the hyvrdro-electric resources. 

Other problems that arose during 
Roosevelt's two terms as governor in- 
cluded three state prison riots, the 
City Trust failure and the closing of 
the Bank of United States, and the 
nécessity of deciding what was to be 
done about Mayor James J. Walker, 
whose New York city administration 
was under investigation by Samuel 
Seabury. 

The Seabury investigation, with its 
climactic hearing in the executive 


‘accused of genuflexing toward the 


chamber, presented what many ob- 
servers considered the most critical 
test of Roosevelt’s political career. 
If he removed Walker he would in- 
cur the wrath of Tammany Hall; if 
he did not remove him he would he 


wigwam. 

he nation watched him with ab- 
sorbed interest as the drama unfold- 
ed itself. The scholarly-looking Sea- 
bury, once a judge of the state’s high- 
est court, calmly and impassionately 
drew a picture of alleged indiscre- 
tions in the mayor’s financial house- 
hold. Walker, impulsive, eloquent, 
made stirring speeches about being 
persecuted, about his public record, 
and pleaded for a reputation builded 
on the best years of his life. The 
governor, who by now was the demo- 
cratic nominee for president, sat back 
patiently directing his questions and 
pressing, when necessary, for full an- 


swers, 
Solved Itself. 

Then, on the night of September 1, | 
the problem solved itself. alker re- 
signed. 

Roosevelt’s nomination at Chicago, 
his spectacular flight to the econven- 
tion halls to accept the candidacy, 
the celebrated break between himself 
and “Al” Smith which was healed 
during the campaign, partly through 
their mutual interest in Governur- | 
elect Herbert H. Lehman, all that is 
recent history and needs no retelling 
here. 

His election to the highest office 
in the land followed a campaign in 
which he stressed the importance of 
bringing aid to the “forgotten man.” 

“There can be only one great prin- 
ciple to guide our course in the com- 
ing years,” he said in closing his 
campaign. “We have learned the 
lesson that extravagant advantage for 
the few ultimately depresses the many. 
.«.« We must put behind us the idea 
that an uncontrolled, unbalanced econ- 
omy, creating paper profits for a rela- 
tively small group, means or ever can 
mean prosperity.” 

The Roosevelt who enters the White 
House will be, in his own words, a 
“progressive.” And by progressives he 
means those “who realize that a gov- 
ernment must grow and change as its 
people grow and change; that what 
is wise government today may be fool- 
ish government tomorrow.”

crude shops that appeal to the credu-

et. You see, it is all right for him 
to employ any means to catch suck- 
ers so long as he keeps his own name 
out of it. A “clinic” or a “hospital” 
may resort to all the wiles of quack- 
ery for attracting trade, when in fact 
the “clinic” consists of a huddle of 
three or four ambitious young doctors, 
or the “hospital” is nothing .but a 


close corporation of a dozen of 20 


doctors. 

Mouth breathing and irregularities 
of the teeth and the formation of the 
jaws. and such faults as pigeon breast, 
though generally associated with nasal 
obstruction, by no means spell. ade- 
noid enlargement. The obstruction of 
the free passage of air through the 
nose is as likely to be due to simple 
chronic rhinitis, a thickened turbinate, 
polyp or a foreign body. 

In no case can a physician be rea- 
sonably sure a patient has adenoids 
until he has felt the adenoid with his 
finger or seen it directly with his eye 
or indirectly by means of throat mir- 
ror, Sometimes it is possible to sce 
the adenoid mass through the nose, but 
always it is a simple matter for the 
physician to inspect the vault of the 
pharynx by retracting the soft palate 
and using a suitable mirror in the 
throat. Bewaré of the quack who as- 
sumes adenoids are present without 
troubling to make such an_ inspec- 
tion, or, what is less comfortable for 
the patient, insertting a finger through 
the -mouth into the ‘vault of e 
pharynx and feeling the adenoid mass. 

Today good physicians advise re- 
moval of adenoids only when the pa- 
tient suffers some definite pathologi- 
cal effects. These are (1) constant or 
frequently recurring coryza or run- 
ning at the nose, with or without 
hacking cough, (2) deafness, (3) ker- 
nels (enlarged Iymph nodes. or 
“elands”) on the sides of the neck.

BANKRUPTCY FIGHT 


Son of Former Utilities 
Head Tells of Desperate 
Effort to Save Interests. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—()—Samuel 
Insull Jr., debonair 32-year-old son of 
the former utilities emperor, told in 
federal court today of the final des- 
perate attempts to save two bankrupt 
Insull companies. 

The younger Insull was president, 
with $70,000 a year Salary, of In- 
sull Utilities Investments, Ine.. and 
Corporation Securities Company of 
Chicago. He returned a week ago 
from Paris, where he saw his father 
off for Greece, whence the elder In- 
sull was fighting extradition to Chi- 
cago for embezzlement and larceny in 
connection with the failure of his 
$2,000,000 public utilities empire. 

Testifying with apparent anxiety for 
accuracy, young Insull reealled in 
carefully chosen words that in 
cember of 1931 “the point was reach- 
ed where, because of the declining 
securities markets, the two companies 
were unable to continue posting addi- 
tional collateral” for loans of millions 
of dollars from New York and Chi- 
cago banks. 

The loans were obtained with stock 
of the underlying Insull operating 
companies as security, Insull-explain- 
ed, and the companies did not wish 
the stock to be “dumped” on the 
market hy the banks. 

Therefore, he said, he was. in- 
structed by his father and other In- 
sull officials to negotiate with the 
banks for a “standstill” agreement un- 
der which they would demand no more 
collateral.

“There was no football at Knoxville today and rye) 
Major Neyland told me I’d better go down and see if I 
could pick up any football for Tennessee. It seems that 
we couldn’t win last week. 

“We had a very gruelling game Saturday. . Let me see, we 
played Carson Newman—no, Western Kentucky—no, by 
George, you know it was Vanderbilt. That’s right. We played 
Vanderbilt last Saturday and got tied. And our boys are pretty 
‘well tired out and so we didn’t work any on Monday.” 

Colonel Parker thought the Vanderbilt-Tennessee 
game of Saturday was more like the old Army-Navy 
games, in which the colonel played when at West Point, 
than any other game he has seen. 
“They were certainly tearing into each other,” he said. 

“I never saw harder tackling and blocking. And it was a clean 

game, too. - But I know that all our boys had a lot of brutses 

and so did Vanderbilt.” 

Colonel Parker also revealed another reason for his 
appearance at Tech. “I learned that Bobby Dodd, our 
quarterback of some years ago, lost his shirt on the 
Vanderbilt-Tennessee game and so I came down to bring 
Bobby another shirt.’? 

Colonel Parker, who was here between trains, left at 6 
o’clock last night.

STANFORD GAME 
TO JAM STANDS

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 15.—() 
With nothing more at stake than the 
settlement of an annual rivalry, Stan- 
ford and California will meet at 
Berkeley stadium in a football game 
that will draw the largest crowd, the 
most money and will cost. the highest 


price for tickets of any contest played 
thus far this season. 

The crowd of 79,403 fans, which 
is all that Memorial stadium holds. 
will pay approximately $389,000 to 
watch the 38th annual encounter. Tax- 
able tickets will net the government 
around $35,400. 

Those with a statistical turn of 
mind have figured out there are 67,200 
tickets at $5.50, including the tax. 
Some 12.000 student tickets will be 
sold at $1.65 each. Uncle Sam gets 
50 cents from each of the high-priced 
tickets and 15 cents from the cheap 
ones. 

The game. played alternately at 
Stanford and California, has been a 
sell-out since 1923. At Stanford it 
draws more customers because the sta- 
dium there seats 88,000. 

This season, for the first time in 
nine years, tickets were put on public 
sale, but there were only 4, to 
be disposed of and half of this allot- 
ment had been snapped up today. Of- 


ficials anticipated no trouble getting 
rid of the rest before Saturday. 
Besides the seats in the enclosure, 


overlooking the stadium. 
will cost 40 cents per foothold. 

Because of this hill, one of 

largest crowd ever to watch a foot- 
ball contest turned out to watch this 
“big game” in 1928. More than 20.- 
000 were counted on the hill and with 
nearly 80,000 in the stadium resulted 
in a total throng of better than 100,- 
000 fans. 
Each team has been kicked around 
the gridiron this season, with Stan- 
ford losing three conference games 
and California two, to date. 

Despite the unimpressive season, the

UNABLE TO AGREE.

And 
the schedules are all held up while 
calls and wires seek vainly to 
straighten things out. 

Not a school of the entire 23 in 
the conference can complete its sched- 
ule before the meeting. at Knoxville 
in December. 

It is probable that a ruling by the 
conference, directing all universities to 
begin their schedules at a certain date, 
will be necessary before the cards 
can be completed. 

START EARLIER. 


Tech, for instance, with only nine 
games allowed, wishes to begin on 


| September 30, which is obviously the 


date nearest the October 1 starting 
Some institutions 
have the same idea that is Tech's. 
Others wish to start their schedules 
with Thanksgiving Day, a week later 
than the turkey dinner of this year, 
and work from that.

It will be up to 
the conference to rule whether the 
nearest relative date to the starting 
dates of this year shall be moved 
backward or forward.

Fred Messick, of the duPont Pow- 
der Company, and Samuel Adams Jr., 
of the Atlas Company, appeared be- 
fore the jury in the capacity of dyna- 
mite experts. Messick said that the 
duPont magazine was broken into 
about a year ago and several sticks 
of dynamite were stolen, but that it 
was believed that yeggs in search of 
“soup” aterial were responsible. 
Adams said that 200 sticks of dyna- 
nite were stolen from the Atlas maga- 
zine more than a year ago.

IMPASSE REACHED 
IN MILK PRICE ROW; 


“Dead Line” Passes, But}. 


Distributors, Producers 
Take No Action. 


With both sides professing igno- 
rance of any further negotiations to- 
ward settlement of the controversy, 
indications Tuesday night were that 
the milk-price war being waged be- 


tween country producers and Atlanta 


distributors had reached an impasse 
as the “dead-line” for fulfillment by 
the distributors of the November 
price agreement passed. 

Producers, under the agreement, 
had been promised 18 cents a gallon 
for raw milk beginning November 1, 
and when the distributors declined to 
carry out this agreement on that date, 
the producers had granted an exten- 
sion until November 15 to the dis- 


sional rain 


tributors. It had been expected that 
the new price would be put into cf- 
fect Tuesday, but, according to offi- 
cials of the Georgia Milk Producers’ 
Confederation, “nothing has - hap- 
pened.” 

Asked. whether the public would be 
left “holding the bag,” by virtue of 
indiscriminate and frequent price 
changes in retail sale of Pasteurized 
milk, neither producers’ nor distribu- 
tors’ representatives would hazard an 
opinion, the producers insisting that 
their attitude could have no possible 
bearing on the domestic consumption 
price, and the distributors reiterating 
their oft-repeated contention that 
higher prices paid by them to pro- 
ducers would naturally affect the re- 
tail price to the publie. 

B. BRB. George, vice president of 
Pedigree Dairies, Inc., and referred to 
as “official spokesman” for the dis- 
tributors, was out of the city Tues- 
day, and his whereabouts conld not 
be learned. George A. Sancken, presi- 
dent of the Sancken Cream Company, 
of Augusta, which formerly controlled 
the J. & A. Dairies, of Atlanta, said 
over long-distance telephone Tuesday 
night that he was “out of it entirely,” 
not having been connected with Atlan- 
ta milk distribution since October 1. 
Jy C. Peek, of the Cloverdale Dairies, 
another member of the board of arbi- 
tration appointed in September to 
reach a price agreement, ee said 
there was “nothing new,” as did 
H. Hardin, of Forsyth, vice  seniens 
of the producers’ confederation. Co- 
lumbus Roberts, of Columbus, presi- 
dent of the confederation, was out of 
that city and could not be reached, 

Prior to the agreement, milk pro- 
ducers received approximately 12 cents 
a gallon gross for their product. TU'n- 
der the terms of September 28, | 
reached at a conference in Atlanta. 
the distributors agreed to pay the 
producers 16 cents a gdllon beginning 
October 1; 18 cents effective Novem- 
ber 1, and 20 cents a gallon effective 
December 1, 

Meeting with a default in the No- 
vember price scale. the: producers ex- 
tended the time 15 days to the dis- 
tributors, the ‘“‘dead-line” falling on 
Tuesday. Meantime there had been 
threats by the producers to organize 
and establish their own. Pasteurizing 
plants- in Atlanta for distribution. of 
their raw product, and these threats 
were met onthe part of the disetribu- 
tors with silence. A rumor ‘that the 
distributors held a meeting here Tues- 
day to thresh out the matter was 
dissipated upon thorough  investiga- 
tion. No such meeting was held, ac- 
cording to Mr. Peek. 

Mr. Hardin said that no definite 
plans are under’ consideration for 
establishing Atlanta distributing 
plants, but it was added that the pro- 
ducers are determined to find some 
means of obtaining an Atlanta mar- 
ket for their milk at a price which

[REGULAR SESSION 
{ SEENFORUANUARY 


Meeting to Handle State 
Finances Predicted. 


With compilations of returns from 
the eight amendments voted upon in 
the general election last week proceed- 
ing slowly at the state capitol, but 
already showing the amendment call- 
ing for January inaugural of the gov- 
ernor and other state officials and the 
convening of the legislature approved 
by an overwhelming majority, it ap- 
peared certain that the assembly 
would conduct its regular session im- 
mediately following the organization 
session. , 

Under the amendment as approved 
by the vaters, the legislature must 
meet the second Monday in the year 
to organize, elect its officers, permit 
the introduction of important bills 
and name its committees. If a major- 


ity desire and the governor approves, 
the regular session, normally to be 
held in July, may be moved up to 
follow the organization meeting. 

The overwhelming vote on _ the 
amendment already has started con- 
siderable discussion regarding the 
holding of the regular session in Jan- 
uary. The state’s finances, it is said, 
are badly involved, the treasury 
facing a deficit of between $9,000,000 
and $10,000,000 at the end of this 
year. It is known that persons high- 
ly influential in the state government 
are anxious to have the financial mat- 
ters disposed of as early in the year 
as possible in order that state depart- 
ments, institutions and agencies may 
know just how much they will have 
to operate on during the year and 
just what they may undertake to do.

Negroes Retried 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Nov. 15.— 
(P)—Upon authority of the United 
States supreme court, the Alabama 
supreme court today reversed its de- 
cision affirming the death sentence 
of seven young negroes for allege 
attacks on two white girls near 
Scottsboro, in 1931, and sent the 
cases back to Jackson circuit court 
for new trials.

DIES IN WASHINGTON 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(4)— 
Robert Somers Brookings, 82, founder 
of the Brookings Institution and in- 
ternationally known economist and 
hilanthropist, died today at his home 
ere. He had been ill about two 
weeks. 

Born in Cecil county, Maryland, in 
1850, his life divided itself into three 
periods: His active business career in 
St. Louis from 1866 to 1897; his edu- 
cational activities as president of 
Washington University in St. Louis 
from 1897 to 1917, and his war work 
and subsequent educational and re- 
search activities in Washington, D. C. 
At 46 he retired from active business. 

Associating with himself a group of 
the leading citizens of St. Louis. and 
attracting aid of philanthropic foun- 
dations, Mr. Brookings reorganized 
Washington University. 

In 1917, prior to America’s’ en- 
trance into the war, he was one of 
three men called to Washington by 
President Wilson. for the purpose of 
mobilizing this country’s industries. 
Mr. Brookings was placed in charge 
of raw materials to be ready if war 
In 1924 he established in this 
city a graduate school of economics 
and government, the purpose of which 
was to train young men and women 
for public service. 

Mr. Brookings received honorary de- 
grees from Yale, Harvard, the Uni- 
versity of Missouri and Washington 
University. 

In 1927 he married Miss Isabel 
Valle January, of San Remo, Italy, 
and St. Louis. He is survived by his 
widow and two half-sisters, Mrs. Rob- 
ert A. Montgomery and Mrs. Florence 
Houston, both of Hollywood, Cal.

John. L. Wilkinson, of 
Charlotte, Advocates 
Letting Each Fill Own 
Niche in Transportation 


Arbitration between the railroads 
and bus and truck owners was advo- 
eated Tuesday night by John L. Wil- 
kinson, of Charlotte, N. C., president 
of the North Carolina Truck Owners’ 
Association, before a meeting of the 
Motor Vehicle Association of Georgia 
at the Piedmont hotel. A discussion 
of the problems of the truck owner 
followed the main address. 

Mr. Wilkinson, who is one of the 
best known men in North Carolina in 
the truck transportation field, told 
the Georgia owners that efforts should 
be made to bring about an agreement 
with the railroads and that motor 
transport owners should not fight 
them, “for both have a place in the 
transportation problem.” Rail and bus 
officials of several states have called 
a meeting to consider this problem at 
11 o'clock this morning at the Pied- 
mont. 

“We, the bus and truck owners, are 
not making a fight against railroads 
and neither are we seeking to bring 
about a reduction in our taxes,” the 
speaker said. “Our efforts now are 
solely to prevent ourselves being leg- 
islated off the map, and to keep our 
taxes from being raised. 

“It will not be long before the 
individual automobile owner realizes 
the danger of the heavy taxes and 
joins our efforts to keep them from 
being hiked again. The railroads have 
succeeded’ in getting their taxes re- 
duced 17 per cent in the last few 
years, while ours have been raised, 
in all, 400 per cent.” 

The purpose of the truck owners’ 
organizations is to protect themselves, 
asserted Mr. Wilkinson. The trucking 
and bus business fills a definite place 
in transportation, he said. Door-to- 
door delivery, an aid to speed and effi- 
ciency, can only be done with trucks, 
he pointed ont. The difficulties of the 
railroads and the truck owners will 
only be solved, Mr. Wilkinson assert- 
ed, when they have reached an agree- 
ment to work in harmony and con- 
junction. 

Prominent Georgia motor vehicle 
owners attended the meeting, which 
was called for the purpose of hearing 
Mr. Wilkinson’s address. 


Typhoon Death Toll 
In Japan Reaches 150 


TOKYO, Nov. 15.—(U)—The death 
toll from yesterday’s typhoon, which 
disrupted shipping in Japanese waters 
and caused heavy damage to numerous 
cities ashore, rose today to the neigh- 
horbood of 150.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—()— 
The remarkable decrease in infant 
mortality during the first 15 years 
that statistics have been kept was 
commented upon today by Willard C. 
Smith of the census bureau. 

A new low of less than 62 deaths 
per 1,000 live births occurred in 
1931, as compared with 100 per 1,000 
in 1915. 

In the 1931 low figure, city areas 
had slightly fewer deaths than rural 
areas. The urban birth registration 
area comprised 938 cities and towns, 
with an estimated population of 57. 
560,000 on July 1, in which there were 
1,005,687 births and 61,114 deaths of 
infants during one year, for an infant 
mortality rate of 60.8 per 1,000 live 
births. The rural area had a 59,338,- 
000 population wit} 1,078,758 births 
and 67.581 deaths under one year, 
for 62.6 deaths for 1.000 live births.

FRENCH PROPOSAL 


MEETS U. 5. FAVOR

GENEVA, Nov. 15.—(#)—The

Honduran Federals 
Defeat Rebel Force 


TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, Nov. 
15.—(#)—Claims of victory in several 
encounters with revolutionary forces 
were set forth today in a government 
communique which asserted that 300 
men had been killed or wounded in a 
12-hour battle for the possession of 
San Pedro on the north coast. 

The government announced it had 
broken up an assault on the important 
city of Trujito. A group of 
rebels, under the command of Vidal 
Casco, looted the small towns of Sava 
and Tocoa in the Trujillo banana dis- 
trict, it was officially reported, and 
then set forth for Trujillo. 

The port commander, Genera] Fila- 
delfo Mahoudeau, and a group of na- 
tionalists under General Federico Or- 
donez attacked the rebels near Tocoa 
Monday evening.
